WASHINGTON, January 27.—The bill intro- 
uced day before ycste.dayby Senator Davis, 
f HUnois, to provide for reMgitatton 6r retire* 
ment with full pay of United States judge* who 
may become permanently disabled by reason 
of sickness or otherwise, so as to prevent iBe 
ischargeof th«r duties, will be favorably re- 
orted fiuui ths judtci&ry committee. Itis un* 
erstood to be intended mamly to meet the 
ases of Justices Clifford and Hunt, of the 
Jnited Stales Supreme Court. Judge Clifford's

The photophone is the litest develop- 


ment of Professor Graham bell s ingenui- 
ty, and for its scientific novelty, if not for 
its practical utitit) well deserves a brief 
jlescripuon One of the«!ementary bodies, 
named selenium and allied to sulphur, is 
known to nnderpo certain rhi ig*< m its 
molecular structure when light falls upon 
u 
These chances cause the very high 


resistance it offers to the passage of an 
electric current to viry slight!) and lhu> 
curious effect, hitherto believed to be 
unique, has lately been tne subject of in- 
vestigation by various English physicists 
It occurred to several thit this substance 
might be employed as a sort of telephone, 
a beim of light being used to replace the 
conducting wires of the usual forms of 
these instruments Professor Graham Bell, 
the discoverer of the telephone to whom, 
among others, this idea occuired, has had 
the good fortune to throw that thought in- 
to practical shape.
